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Herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  1937.  As  in  the 
past  few  years  it  is  an  ordinary  report. 

The  population  is  more  or  less  stationary,  and 
speaking  generally  the  health  of  the  district  is  good. 

The  number  of  notifiable  diseases  rose  during  the 
year,  owing  chiefly  to  a  mild  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever 
in  one  parish.

From  the  foregoing  tables  and  statistics  it  will  be 
seen  that  no  abnormal  or  excessive  mortality  occurred 
during  the  year  under  review,  1937. 

CANCER,  as  usual,  caused  a  high  mortality — 15 
deaths. 

INFLUENZA  caused  only  one  death,  and  PNEU¬ 
MONIA,  4  deaths. 

DEATH  RATE  : — 10.8  is  low,  both  as  compared  with 
1936,  13.6,  and  that  for  England  and  Wales,  12.4. 

BIRTH  RATE  : — 12  is  low,  but  in  view  of  the  figure 
(a  high  one)  for  1936  and  the  decrease  in  population, 
should  cause  no  alarm. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  : — 20.4  is  an  excellent  figure  :

This  shows  a  slight  increase  over  last  year’s  figures, 
but  is  very  satisfactory,  and  can  be  given  as  a  guide  to 
the  state  of  prosperity  in  the  County.  Most  of  the 
unemployed  are  absorbed  in  the  building  and  allied 
trades  at  the  expense  of  Agriculture,  which  in  a  way  is 
a  great  pity. 
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PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

No  change  or  alteration  for  the  isolation  of  Infec¬ 
tious  Disease  cases  has  been  made  during  the  last  few 
years.  Patients  are  at  present  removed  to  the  Ciren¬ 
cester  Isolation  Hospital,  an  arrangement  which  has 
worked  both  well  and  economically,  it  has  also  satisfied 
both  patients  and  the  Council,  a  happy  combination. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  scheme  for  the  re¬ 
arrangement  of  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  the 
Cirencester  Hospital  will  be  taken  into  consideration.

For  the  year  1937  a  considerable  rise  is  shown  in 
expenditure  as  compared  with  the  previous  years,  but 
this  is  not  really  an  excessive  figure.  When  the  re¬ 
arrangement  of  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  has 
been  settled  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  yearly  expenditure 
will  be  much  above  what  has  been  paid  for  the  last  few 
years. 

The  supervision  of  Child  Warfare,  District  Nursing 
and  Clinic  Work  is  under  the  control  of  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  Child  Welfare  Centres  are  held  in  the 
larger  parishes  once  or  twice  per  month,  and  good 
attendances  are  obtained. 
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There  are  no  general  Hospitals  in  the  district, 
accident  and  operation  cases  are  usually  sent  to  Chelten¬ 
ham  General  Hospital,  Oxford  and  Bourton-on- Water, 
according  to  the  part  of  the  district  concerned. 

Bacteriological  and  Analytical  work  is  undertaken 
by  the  County  Analyst,  R.  H.  Ellis,  Esq.,  Gloucester, 
usually  through  the  County  Council. 

The  provision  of  Ambulances  comes  from  outside 
the  area.  Cirencester  Isolation  provide  a  Motor  Ambu¬ 
lance  for  the  removal  of  Infectious  Disease  Cases.  For 
the  removal  of  accidents  and  operation  cases  St.  John’s 
Ambulance,  Cheltenham  Branch,  play  an  important  part 
and  remove  cases  at  a  very  moderate  fee. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

This  has  remained  the  same  for  the  past  twelve 
years,  namely  :  one  fully  qualified  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  who  is  also  Medical  Officer  for  four  other  areas, 
and  one  full  time  fully  qualified  Sanitary  Inspector.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 
THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

NORTHLEACH. — This  supply  has  proved  satisfac¬ 
tory  during  the  year.  Ten  readings  were  taken  from  the 
Waste  Water  Meter,  these  registered  from  approximately 
16  to  20  gallons  per  head  per  day,  or  from  11,760  to 
14,170  gallons  daily  consumption,  taking  the  population 
at  700.  Whilst  the  pressure  is  very  low,  this  can  hardly 
be  said  to  be  detrimental  to  the  existing  properties  ;  the 
trouble  commences  when  additional  houses  are  built  at 
a  higher  level  than  the  East  End  of  the  High  Street,  at 
the  top  end.  This  trouble  could  be  overcome  by  the 
installation  of  a  booster,  at  the  source  of  the  supply,  the 
cost  would  be  approximately  /"700. 

Cold  Aston. — This  supply  consists  chiefly  of 
wells,  and  in  a  dry  time  shortage  occurs.  About  twenty 
houses  are  served  by  this  means,  and  it  is  a  very  difficult 
problem  to  know  how  to  provide  a  satisfactory  supply  to 
these  houses,  which  are  owned  by  about  7  or  8  different 
owners. 

EASTINGTON. — This  supply  was  improved  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  year  by  means  of  the  installation  of 
a  supply  tank  at  the  stand  pipe  end  of  the  supply.  The 
Water  Committee  met  at  Eastington  to  see  what  could 
be  done  to  improve  the  supply  and  the  installation  of  a 
tank  seemed  the  only  way  out  of  the  difficulty  within 
reason. 
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Lt.  BARRINGTON. — This  supply  cannot  be  said  to 
be  satisfactory  :  about  a  dozen  cottages  are  dependant 
on  open  springs  for  their  supply,  half  of  these  have  to  go 
about  50  yards  over  swampy  ground  to  the  spring. 

NORTHLEACH  (district  in  general). —  The  only 
Parish  with  a  public  supply  of  any  consequence. 
Eastington  has  one  stand  pipe,  Calcot  one  well, 
Chedworth  has  a  small  piped  supply,  and  Cold  Aston 
one  well  which  can  be  said  to  be  owned  by  the  Local 
Authority.  The  other  Parishes  have  either  private 
estate  supplies,  or  private  wells  or  springs. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  no  public  sewers  in  the  district  ;  some 
houses  have  no  drainage  of  any  description,  some  houses 
have  a  yard  drain  which  receives  slops  and  waste  water — 
these  generally  discharge  to  old  soak-aways  in  the  garden, 
whilst  quite  a  number  of  houses  have  a  proper  septic 
tank  and  all  modern  conveniences.  All  new  houses  are 
drained  on  the  septic  tank  principle,  and  every  endeavour 
is  made  to  improve  existing  or  non-existent  forms  of 
drainage. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Most  of  the  new  houses  erected  are  provided  with 
flush  W.C’s,  a  very  few  having  bucket  closets.  Most  of 
the  cottage  property  have  the  old  fashioned  vaults,  a 
few — buckets.  As  with  the  drainage,  every  endeavour 
is  made  to  improve  or  abolish  these  vaults.  This  is  a 
difficult  and  slow  process  with  rentals  from  l/-  to  3/- 
per  week. 


RIVER  POLLUTION. 

One  complaint  was  received  from  the  Thames 
Conservancy  Inspector  during  the  year.  This  was  from 
the  Parish  of  Bibury.  The  alleged  complaint  was,  that 
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oil  from  a  gaiage  car  wash  was  getting  into  the  River 
Coin.  This  was  investigated  by  the  Building  Inspector 
with  the  result  that  a  proper  channel  and  gully  were 
provided  to  take  car  washings.  No  further  complaints 
have  been  received  in  this  direction.  Generally  speaking, 
the  river  and  streams  in  this  area  are  clean  and  free 
from  contamination. 


SCAVENGING. 

No  change  of  any  consequence  has  taken  place 
during  the  year.  There  are  still  seven  Parishes  provided 
with  refuse  collecting  schemes,  the  refuse  generally  being 
collected  by  some  local  contractor.  Dowdeswell  are  still 
negotiating  for  a  dump  which  belongs  to  the  County 
Council.  Northleach  Refuse  Contractor  was  instructed 
to  provide  a  cover  for  his  refuse  cart :  so  far  he  has  not 
complied  with  this  request. 

The  Scavenging  service  consists  of  the  collection  of 
household  refuse  only.  The  cleansing  of  vaults  and 
cesspools  is  not  undertaken  by  the  Local  Authority.

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BAKEHOUSES. 

On  the  whole  these  are  well  conducted,  the  majority 
have  the  old-fashioned  ovens  which  are  stoked  and  fed 
inside  the  bakehouses. 

DAIRIES  &  COWSHEDS. 

The  number  remains  much  about  the  same  as  last  year. 
Steady  improvement  is  continually  taking  place  and  there 
is  a  vast  improvement  in  the  sheds  and  method  of  milk 
production  compared  with  a  few  years  ago  in  the  district. 
As  pointed  out  last  year,  the  milk  samples  under  the 
Accredited  Milk  Scheme  are  now  taken  by  the  County 
Council  through  their  Veterinary  Officers.  During  the 
year  3  T.T.  Licences  and  5  Accredited  Licences  were 
issued  by  the  County  Council,  making  a  total  of  5  T.T. 
Licences  and  28  Accredited  Licences.  Milk  producers 
have  not  come  forward  to  get  Accredited  Licences  as 
one  would  have  hoped.  This  may  be  due  to  the  un¬ 
certainty  of  the  farming  position  to-day.

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SCHOOLS. 

There  are  17  Elementary  or  Church  of  England 
Schools  and  one  Grammar  School  (County)  in  the 
district.  The  closet  accommodation  is  in  the  most  cases 
vaults  or  buckets  ;  water  is  laid  on  to  the  premises  in 
most  schools.  There  are  several  playgrounds  that  should 
be  tar  sprayed,  thus  obviating  cuts,  bruises,  and  general 
muddiness.

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  progress  has  not  been 
made  with  regard  to  the  provision  of  houses  for  the 
overcrowded  ;  this  is  not  really  the  fault  of  the  Local 
Authority,  but  to  lack  of  suitable  sites  with  water  avail¬ 
able.  Negotiations  have  been  in  progress  for  the  past 
twelve  months  for  various  sites  ;  a  difference  then 
occurred  with  the  County  Land  Valuer,  which  held 
things  up  considerably.  The  purchase  of  three  sites  is 
now  well  in  hand,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  houses  will  be 
commenced  in  the  near  future.  As  pointed  out  in  my 
previous  reports,  it  is  hoped  that  the  Local  Authority 
will  adopt  a  steady  housing  programme,  not  only  for  the 
overcrowded  cases  in  hand,  but  to  provide  more  and 
better  houses  for  the  villages  generally.  Unless  more 
houses  are  built,  the  villages  tend  to  decline — a  great 
loss  to  Agriculture  generally. 
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ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

One  application  for  assistance  was  received  to 
combat  this  pest  from  the  occupier  of  a  small  cottage. 
The  applicant  was  a  very  clean  and  respectable  person. 
The  bedrooms  of  her  premises  became  infested  from 
some  summer  visitors  from  London.  The  rooms  were 
inspected  and  sprayed  with  ‘  Zaldecide  ”  with  good 
results. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  very  few  cottages  are 
troubled  with  the  bed  bug. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Butcher  shops  and  provision  stores  are  frequently 
inspected,  and  are  on  the  whole  clean.  The  County 
Council  are  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 


MILK. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  1926  is  administered 
by  the  Local  Authority,  and  there  are  110  dairies  and 
cowsheds  on  the  registers.  Considerable  good  work  has 
been  done  to  bring  cowsheds  up  to  a  reasonable  standard, 
also  cleanliness  in  the  manner  of  milking  has  improved 
considerably  during  the  last  few  years.  Accredited 
Licences,  and  sampling  in  connection  therewith,  is 
undertaken  by  the  County  Council. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS
